Wreck of the Rogaland.

Bowping o8 CLYDE, Sept. 14 —John De

After a short
tims onr bout returned with two men—
Svend Helgesen, the second mate of the
Rogaland; Ssaman Bord Hendrickson—and
a boy named Nilson, who bad been picked
up, in the last stage of exhaustion, floating
on a rough raft boilt of deals. They re-
portad that they formed part of the crew of
the ill-fated Rogaland, and with the excep-
tion of the staward, Kadt Nilson, whom we
picked up after an anxious search on the
following morning, also floating on some
deanls, were the only survivors.

“When Helgesen was strong enocugh to
tell his story he said that the Rogaland had
capsizad in a fearful gals on the morning of
the 10th, The captain amnd several of the
erew managed to cling to the keel of the ves-
sel, but the furious sea soon swept them off
and po mora was seen of them.
